A research group of the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association has 
scientifically determined, and re- 
:ported in con- 
' vention, that the 
‘normal man is

lead a normal existence on some 
farm or Pacific atoll, this conclu- 
sion by the psychiatrists is not to 
be ignored. 


Normal man, as observed by 
the psychiatrists across a span of 
12 years, seemingly floats in the 
seas of life as placidly as the jelly 
fish in his element. A normal man 
is more normal, even, than the 
jelly fish because he does not 
have the capacity to sting or ir- 
ritate. 


The research group discovered 
that the normal man leads a sta- 
ble, adjusted life. No high aspira- 
tions are generated in his mind or 
soul. He is content. He leads a 
home-centered life. He possesses 
no signs of imaginative thought or 
activity. He has limited interests. 
He sets no goals for himself and 


does not inspire his children to. 


entertain ambition or challenging 
aspirations. Adrenalin is never 
pumped into his emotions. 


Highest Scores 


The normal men studied by the 
psychiatrists also had no records 
of divérce or broken homes. Their 
highest scores in mental-status | 
tests were “contentment and com- 
patibility with spouse.’’ The low- 
est ratings were in “richness of 
personality and breadth of in- 
terest.” 


A reporter managed to ask a 
plain, straight question: 


‘Does ‘normality’ as defined 
and catalogued by these controls, 
imply a lack of creativity, imag- 
ination and spontaneity?” 


“Our data,” said the careful 
psychiatrists, not wishing unduly 
to wound the feelings of any 
normal man, “is suggestive of 
this conclusion,”’ 


The inescapable deduction is 
that it is the aspirin-taking, ten- 
sion-ridden, deadline-making man 
who has best adapted to his time, 
and is, therefore, the more truly 
normal. He makes out. He gets 
too. little sleep. He may drink 
njiore than is good for him. Yet, 
he does not crawl into the bottle 
for escape. Nervous breakdowns 
breathe hotly on his neck. They 
never quite overtake him, though 
often life takes on the quality of 
a nightmare. 


His family sees either too little, 
or enough, of him. None is quite 
sure. He reads _ newspapers, 
Magazines and at least a few 
books. 


Participating Man 

The image of the participating 
man is not an attractive one. It 
is, perhaps, an indictment of our 
civilization and the values of eco- 
nomically competitive life. 


The-normally participating man 
of this last half of the 20th Cen- 
tury has dramatically proved 
Darwin’s theory of the ability to 
adapt to environment. 


What he does do, however, is to 
help us understand that the nor- 
mal man, as delineated by the arts 
and skills of psychiatry, is per- 
haps the ultimate product of the 
peace-of-mind philosophy. The sci- 
entifically determined normal 
man has it, but one suspects it is 
because his ears and eyes are un- 
able to convey to his sensory and 
motor nerves anything at all of 
the beauty, the ugliness, the dig- 
nity and futility of life, the majes- 
ty or depravity of the spirit.

Talk, Washington Says 


E. Germans 
Act Tough, 
Talk Softly

BERLIN (AP)—Walter Ulbricht, 
East German Communist leader, 
reached out Wednesday for stran- 
gling power over isolated West 
Berlin. 


Brig. Gen. Charles E. Johnson 
told the city’s 5,000 American 
troops to pay no heed to the 
Communist threat. 


‘You are a symbol,”’ the com- 
mander told them in a farewell 
speech, ‘‘of the determination of 
your country to uphold its com- 
mitments to Berlin.”’ 


ASKS PEACE TALKS 


From his capital in the Red- 
ruled East sector of the city, Ul- 
bricht made two moves: 


1. He called on West German |. 
'.|Chancellor Konrad Adenauer to 


join him in talks for a peace set- 
tlement with the World War II Al- 


filies and the reunification of Ger- 


many. Such a treaty would settle 
the fate of West Berlin, he said. 


2. He had a law issued that 
could threaten the Western Allies’ 
air communications with Berlin. 
A giant airlift saved the city when 
it was threatened by a Soviet 
blockade of rail, waterway and 
highway routes 12 years ago. 


TO CURB AIR TRAFFIC 


The United States, Britain and 
France, together with the Soviet 
Union, now control air traffic to 
Berlin. 


Ulbricht’s new law says that ef- 
fective Aug. 1 all aircraft with 
radios must receive special per- 
mission from East German au- 
thorities to cross East Germany. 
But if a country signed a regular 
air agreement with East Germany 
its planes would be exempted 
from getting special permission 
for each flight. 

The United States and other 


Western nations refuse to recog- 
nize East Germany or sign any 


agreements with it.

AMA Backs Sabin 
But Salk Dissents 


NEW YORK (UPTI)—The American Medical Asso- 
ciation Wednesday urged “mass”’ 
Sabin oral polio vaccine despite a challenge from the 
pioneer polio vaccine developer, Dr. Jonas A. Salk. 


The AMA’s policy-making House 
of Delegates gave unanimous ap- 
proval to a report which mai- 
tained the new Sabin liquid may 
offer more effective protection 
than Salk injections, which have 
been in use since 1955. 


The AMA said the nation’s doc- 
tors should continue to press for 
widest possible use of the Salk 
vaccine tntil the new Sabin vac- 
cine beeomes generally available. 


SALK PROTESTS 


Salk, in telegrams sent to the 
AMA convention here Tuesday 
night and Wednesday, protested 
the report as being on “uncertain 
scientific ground,” with mislead- 
ing inferences and misinforma- 
tion. 


Dr. Leonard W. Larson, AMA 
president, invited the honored 
University of Pittsburgh scien- 
tist to meet “‘at the earliest op- 
portuntiy’’ to express his objec- 
tions to the AMA Drug Council, 
which submitted the report. 


MIXUP IN ROUTING 


But Larson said the AMA Board 
of Trustees ‘‘sees no reason to 
change its endorsement of this 
study or to ask the House of Del- 
egates to rescind its action at 
this time.” 


An AMA public relations spokes- 
man said that due to a mixup 
in routing, the 216-member House 
of Delegates passed the report 
without knowledge of Salk’s pro- 
test. 


Later, the House of Delegates 
chairman read the telegram, say- 
ing he would consider it ‘‘purely 
information’ unless the other 
members of the body felt other- 
wise, There was applause, indi- 
cating the endorsement stood.

Yet with 
the experience of Little Rock, New Or- 
leans and Montgomery, it is not easy to 
forget how small groups can inflame mob 
action. It must not happen here. 

Concern by the federal government is 
understandable. Here again the fact of 
what happened in other cities could not 
be overlooked. Federal interference will 
not be needed or attempted if local and 
state authorities are able to handle the 
task. 

Thus far preparations for orderly obe- 
dience to court rulings have been con- 
ducted with common sense by those 
charged with responsibility. Local and 
outside agitators have no support of ma- 
jority opinion. The latter is determined 
that Atlanta’s good name will be pre- 
served.

This Bill Is a Victory 
For President and Cities 


The housing bill that came out of the 
Senate- House conference represents 
quite a victory for the President—and 
quite a victory for America’s cities. 

The bill is the most ambitious yet 
aimed at relieving the cities of some of 
their Mi6&t pressing problems. It is, of 
course, particularly aimed at housing. 
Its features that liberalize loans on houses 
costing up to $25,000 are in keeping with 
Democratic platform pledges to see 
2,000,000 homes built a year. 

Perhaps the most welcome section of 
the bill is one that provides federal funds 
for cities to buy land for parks. This is 
“seed” money and local governments 
must provide $3 for each $1 of federal 
aid, and it is a sign that Congress is be- 
ginning to realize that cities need this 
sort of help and that they can’t get it 
anywhere else. 

The bill is a wide-ranging one. It is 
too big for all of its proposals to be satis- 
factory to everyone. In sum, though, it 
is most satisfactory to the nation’s city- 
dwellers.

Russians Forcing End 


Of Nuclear Test Ban 


President Kennedy made official for 
the first time yesterday fears expressed 
privately by many that Russia’s stalling 
on a nuclear test ban agreement could 
be a subterfuge to cover secret testing. 
The present voluntary ban is without 
controls and the Soviet appears willing to 
continue it indefinitely. 

It has become increasingly clear that 
the Soviets have no interest in an effec- 
tive ban. The United States and Britain 
have gone the limit in offering conces- 
sions but Moscow insists on a veto over 
any control organization. To continue the 
ban much longer under such an arrange- 


ment would amount to what the Soviets 
want—continued ban without inspections. 


In requesting a committee of scientists 
to study the possibility of secret tests, the 
President has acted in the national in- 
terest. Should the group give an affirma- 
tive answer, there will be no choice but 
to resume nuclear tests at an early date. 
But the blame will rest where it belongs, 
on the shoulders of the Soviet Union. 


Soviet insistence on a test ban without 
effective controls in itself leads to sus- 
picion. As abhorrent as the idea of resum- 
ing tests may-be, it is an inevitable step 
in our own military security.

America Will Not Be 
Bullied Out of Rights 


It is good to hear President Kennedy 
speaking so plainly to Nikita Khrush- 
chev. There has been much said lately 
that would indicate that Khrushchev be- 
lieves America is divided over the issue 
of Berlin and not prepared to defend its 
rights there. 

Nothing could. be further from the 
truth. Our recent reverses in Cuba, the 
Laos morass and propaganda losses in 
the space race, though embarrassing, have 
strengthened—not weakened—the Amer- 
ican resolve to meet any Soviet thrust as 
forcefully as necessary. 

The American people are divided on 
a number of issues. 
vergent opinions about what policy 
should be in Berlin. But these differ- 
ences are minor, for the most part. Even 
the debate on Berlin concerns itself about 
long-range policy, not immediate reac- 
tion to Soviet infringement on our rights. 

The President quite correctly pointed 
out to Khrushchev and anvone else who 
was listening (and everyone else was lis- 
tening) that there is peace in Europe 
now and that any disruption of that peace 
will be the responsibility of the Soviets. 

We are willing to negotiate any ne- 
gotiatable issues with Russia, as Lyndon 
Johnson told the Governors’ Conference. 
We are not willing to be bullied out of 
living up to our responsibilities.

WASHINGTON—The Russians, not for the 
first time, are forcing the Allies to take de : 
cisions that should have been taken long ago — o 
Moscow’s intervention in Cuba has at last

produced something like an effective plan of economic and political 


action in Latin America. 

The unyielding Communist pol- 
icy on Laos has compelled a re- 
examination of Washington’s over- 
extended commitments in land- 
locked areas right up against the 
Soviet border. 

Premier Khrushchev’s threats 
to destroy the West’s rights-by- 
conquest in Germany and Berlin 
have brought the NATO Allies 
closer to agreement on a conven- 
tional arms build-up in Western 
Europe. 

And all these things have 
sparked here what is undoubted- 
ly the most serious re-examina- 
tion of Allied strategic plans 
since the ‘‘massive retaliation” 
doctrine of John Foster Dulles in 
1954. 

This threat set off a whole se- 
ries of Allied political and eco- 
nomic moves and a buildup of 
conventional forces to meet at 
least a limited emergency. 

Under the ‘‘massive _ retalia- 
tion’ doctrine of the past, the 
United States faced a fatal dilem- 
ma once its atomic monopoly was 
destroyed. As Robert Endicott Os- 
good pointed out in his study of 
“limited war,’ the United States 
has usually been confronted by 
Communist moves that did not 
warrant the exorbitant sacrifices 


of total nuclear war. Yet it also 
faced the prospect of a series of 
piecemeal military or diplomatic 
defeats which threatened to weak- 
en America’s relative power po- 
sition. 

Thus, the “fatal dilemma” 
seemed to be “the gradual pa- 
ralysis of inaction or the sudden 
disaster of all-out war.” All this 
has been known for a long time. 
What Khrushchev has done is 
forced the administration and the 
alliance to face the dilemma. 

When Gen. Maxwell Taylor was 
Army chief of staff and every- 
thing worked ‘through channels” 
in the Pentagon and the White 
House, - this whole question of 
avoiding the ‘‘fatal dilemma” was 
argued out for years but without 
resolution. 

Taylor pointed out then that 
there was a need for an agreed 
plan to assemble, train, transport 
and direct modern, limited-war 
forces. He wanted a joint “‘limit- 
ed war headquarters” similar to 
the Strategic Air Command, 
charged with directing a limited 
war, as SAC is organized for wag- 
ing general war. 

It can be taken for granted now 
that Taylor’s appointment as 
White House military adviser will 
speed his plan.

June is the month of graduation. All over this 
land eager young Americans have been partici- 
pating in the ceremony which marks the end of 


a particular period of formal schooling. Because the Senate was con- 
sidering important legislation, I was forced to cancel a commence- 
ment address at the Camp Verde High School. I asked Stephen 
Shadegg, my friend and associate, to pinch-hit for me. 


Camp Verde is a small-town in 
Central Arizona. There were only 
17 graduates. I was most inter- 
ested in a report I received from 
some adults who were present re- 
garding Steve’s advice to these 
young graduates. 

“Life was not intended to be 
easy.”’ my friend told the Camp 
Verde seniors, ‘‘and education 
consists of far more than the 
mere mastering of academic sub- 
jects presented. 


“Many of you who have stud- 
ied mathematics will never be en- 
gineers; you won't become biolo- 
gists, or chemists, or teachers of 
English and literature. Education, 
in its various disciplines, is far 
more than merely a ‘how to do it 
yourself’ course of instruction. 
Good teachers are also concerned 
in helping us to understand the 
whys of life: to find our personal 
answer to those eternal questions 
of ‘Who am I? Where did I come 
from? What is the purpose of life? 
And Where am I going? .. .’ 

“The true purpose of education 
is the building and strengthening 


theor- 
ems, the kindly, inspiring leader- 
ship of your math teacher will re 


main one of your priceless pos- 
sessions. o 

“Each of you will go through 
life collecting knowledge and ex- 
perience, and the things of value, 
the things you will retain, will, in 
most instances, be the impact on 
your life of other human person- 
alities. The inspiring beauty of 
friendship: the moral values 
which have been communicated 
to you not as a part of the or- 
ganized curriculum, but as a re- 
sult of your person-to-person con- 
tact with teachers, students, ad- 
ministrators and parents.

That is the month selected by Krushchev to fan the Berlin crisis 
to white heat. That is the month for his Communist Party Congress 
on cold war doctrines. That is the month the Algerian Rebels ap- 
pear to think will be critical in their negotiations with France. 


And that is the month when, if 
Adenauer’s coalition again wins 
its elections, we can foresee an 
increase in West German re- 
arming with consequent angry 
outcries from Russia and its sat- 
ellites. 

It is strange to detect the num- 
ber of arrows pointing to October 
as a moment of supreme uneasi- 
ness. Nor can one logically rea- 
son why this is the case. In for- 
mer days, if a nation was plan- 
ning major war, it tried to launch 
it in late summer or early au- 
tumn after the harvesting of 
crops. 

It is unlikely that the harvest 
has to do with this gathering cri- 
sis for, first of all, it is unlikely 
that Khrushchev wants war. He 
is doing too well without it and, 
as Gen. MacArthur told me years 
ago when analyzing Stalin’s poli- 
cy, it is illogical in terms of 
either sport or politics to change 
a winning strategy. 

One must therefore-reckon that 
October will be testing for oth- 
er reasons. Outstanding among 
these is the German situation. 

One may speculate that Oc- 
tober has been chosen for two 
causes. Communist dialectic pre- 
fers dealing with conservative 
governments, like Adenauer’s, 
rather than with a socialist re- 


gime. 
Khrushchev’s f 


oreign ministry 
is undoubtedly aware of two like- 


ly results of an Adenauer victory. 
The first would be the demahd 
for an increase in the length of 
military service. The second is 
growth in specific gravity of the 
influence of Franz-Josef Strauss, 
the vigorous defense minister. 

From the angle of Soviet policy 
these trends would help beat new 
propaganda drums. The Russians 
would Stress the danger of re- 
vived German militarism and the 
dangers of German aggression to 
try and gain support of the doubt- 
ful Polish masses, the uneasy 
Czechs and Hungarians and com- 
munism’s most famous heretic, 
Marshal Tito. 

Furthermore, the English are 
cool to Germany and suspicious 
of its military aims while the 
French, despite friendship be- 
tween Adenauer and De Gaulle, 
have not yet erased all their 
emotional mistrust. Presumably 
Khrushchev hopes a thunderous 
anti-German propaganda cam- 
paign might pay dividends in 
Splitting NATO. 

We are forced to speculate why 
Khrushchev has chosen October 
for this year’s cruelest mouth. 
Khrushchev is an expert gambler 
and he keeps cards close to his 
chest.

Visitors to See Good and Bad 


Sometimes we Americans remind me of small boys with skinned knees. We 
can’t resist poking at a scab. When visitors from a foreign land are among us 
we keep on until we find out what they think of us, knowing full well that if it 


were entirely complimentary it would be the first thing they’d say to us. Miss Edith Wuver, a Ghana 
newspaper woman, was in town, a part of a three-month State department tour of this country. A 
small, dark, earnest young woman (29) with a beguiling British-French way of speaking English, 
she spoke of many things: Life and newspapering in her country (she was the first woman reporter 


on The Daily Graphic in Ghana and now edits its women’s page); 


the lot of women, who are ac- 


tive in public affairs and socially and politically influential; her special interests, schools for blind 


children. 

But, of course, I couldn’t wait 
to steer her to her views on 
America. She came to appear 
on a series of radio seminars 
sponsored by a woman’s group 
called the Committee of Cor- 
respondence and then, as the 
guest of the State department, 
she saw Washington and New 


York, crossed the country to 


California and swung back for 
a look at the South. 


She began by saying that she 
liked many things and found 
some to criticize. 

“IT think it is all right to speak 
of what I do not like,”’ she said. 
‘Sometimes people profit by 
criticism. Either that or’. . 
she paused and her small be- 
spectacled face with its array 
of brilliant white teeth broke 
into a wide smile . . . “‘either 
that or they resent it.”

She said she had been fasci- 
nated and inspired by the work 
done with the blind, especially 
in California, and the prospect 
that blind children might be 
educated effectively with sight- 
ed children. She has waged a 
sort of one-woman campaign 
among her readers in Accra 
to convince them that blind peo- 
ple can lead useful, productive 
lives and need not be shunted 
into corners and left unlettered 
and unused. Although she her- 
self is the eldest of 10 children 
and must help out at home 
(‘My father is dead and we 
are many’’) she has spent holi- 
days and vacations among blind 
children, getting to know them 
so she can write about them.

“What didn’t you like?” I per- 
sisted. 

“‘A few times people have not 
been nice to me and I supposed 
it was because of the color of 
my skin,” she said after a 
pause.

Cook Warns Smith 
Of Transfer Perils

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook warned Wednesday that 
guaranteeing every student the right to change schools 
“would lead to massive, wholesale integration of the 


worst sort.” 


Cook’s warning came in a five- 
page letter to House Speaker 
George Smith. 


In an exchange of correspond- 
ence with Cook, Smith has pro- 
tested the refusal of Atlanta 
school officials to permit a 17- 
year-old white girl to transfer. 


Smith asked Cook what the Leg- 
islature could do to ‘“‘remove free- 
dom of association from control 
by whim and replace it where it 
belongs—as a right guaranteed 
by law.” 

Cook replied Wednesday that 
legislation giving students the ab- 
solute right to choose schools 
“would completely destroy the 
pupil placement powers of school 
boards, and leave us virtually de- 
femseless under existing court 
decisions.” 


Cook explained that open-trans- 
fer legislation would give any 
Negro the right to demand trans- 
fer to a white school. This would 
apply to the more than 100 Ne- 
groes whose transfer applica- 
tions were denied under Atlanta 
pupil placement proceedings, 
Cook pointed out to newsmen. 


ISSUES WARNING 


Also, Cook noted, legislation of 
this type could result in mass 
transfer of white pupils from de- 
segregated schools. 


Cook cited two cases in which 
measures giving pupils the abso- 
lute right to change schools to 
avoid desegregation have been 
invalidated by the Fifth U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. 


Cook also called attention to 
a case in which a court ruled 
that a.similar transfer provision 
excused Negro plaintiffs from ex- 
hausting administrative reme- 
dies, ‘“‘thereby authorizing class 
suits” and “again, inviting mas- 
sive integration.”’ 


AT ONCE APPARENT 


*“‘*The monstrous nature of these 
decisions is at once apparent,” 
Cook wrote Smith. 


“‘The same psychological con- 
siderations relied upon by the 
Supreme Court to strike down 
compulsory segregation of Ne- 
groes are now held unavailable 
to relieve a white person of forced 
association.” 


Cook added, however, that ‘‘as 
unconscionable as the edicts ap- 
pear, they will undoubtedly be 
successfully invoked against new 


legislation which we may adopt” 
unless the Supreme Court re- 
verses the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Such reversal seems un- 
likely, Cook noted. 

Smith had written Cook on June 
22 saying he was “sorely disap- 
pointed”’ by Cook’s letter of June 
15 answering Smith's first let- 
ter. Smith’s June 22 letter hadn't 
been released until Wednesday. 


Cook said Smith was incorrect 
in inferring that 1961 open-school 
legislation dealt directly with the 
right of pupils to attend the pub- 
lic school of their choice. 

The attorney general said no 
legislation is needed to enable 
students to transfer to private 
schools.

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25 Traffic Deaths 
Forecast for Holiday 


State Expects a Million Cars; 
_ Toll of 450 in U.S. Predicted

The State Patrol issued a grim warning Wednesday 


that 25 s will 


probably die in the 102-hour 


Fourth of July holiday period that begins at 6 p.m. 


Friday. 

The patrol is bracing for the 
greatest flow of traffic—and its 
resulting traffic jams and smash- 
ups—in the state’s history. 


Nearly a million automobiles 
are expected to flood the state's 
highways if the weather is good. 


“They're ready to take off like 
wild Indians,” said Patrol Capt. 
E. D. Mink. 


Col. William Trotter, director 
of public safety, has ordered the 
patrol’s 450 uniformed troopers to 
be reinforced by all deskmen and 
GBI agents in the department to 
police the state’s highways during 
the long weekend. 


The patrol 25 Geor- 
gians will be killed and 241 in- 
jured in 579 wrecks by next 
Wednesday morning — the worst 
Fourth of July in Georgia history. 

The prediction is based on the 
increased number of automobiles 
registered in Georgia, the death 
rate of previous years, and the 
length of the holiday. 


Seventeen were killed in the 
state during the last Fourth of 
July weekend that ran only 78 
hours. The worst Fourth in Geor- 
gia since 1950 was 1958 when 18 
died during a 78-hour holiday pe- 
riod. 

The ‘“‘best’’ record was in 1957, 
when four persons were killed dur- 
ing a 102-hour holiday period. 


The National Safety Council es- 
timates 450 persons will be killed 
throughout the nation during the 
holiday period that ends at mid- 
night Tuesday. 


This year’s national estimate 
tops the 426 deaths that occurred 
during the last four-day Fourth of 
July holiday in 1957 but falls be- 
low the 15-year high of 491 deaths 
In 1950. 


The NSC said this year’s Fourth 
of July deaths could run 25 per 
cent higher than over a compar- 
able non-holiday period. The NSC 
expects most of the nation’s 74 
million cars will be on the road

Flynt has been in the sounding- 
out stage of the governor’s race 
for several weeks, and launched 
a trial balloon at the Georgia 
Municipal Association convention. 


At that meeting, the congress- 
man was introduced by longtime 
politician Charles Gowen as a 
man who might transfer his ac- 


tivities to the statehouse. 


Flynt did not follow up on the 
introduction, and he left the mu- 
nicipal association delegates puz- 
zied as to whether he really had 
gubernatorial ambitions. 


It also was learned that Con- 
gressman Phil Landrum of Jasper 
has done some ear-to-the-ground 
listening for a draft to run for 
governor, meeting several of the 
same people that Flynt has been 
talking to this week. 


At least one of them advised 
Landrum he was better known on 
a statewide basis than Flynt, but 
he either has not found or has not 
sought an opportunity to release 
a trial balloon.

U.S. To Investigate 
Secret Red Testing

of scientists to determine whether the Soviet Union could 
be conducting secret atomic tests to advance its weapons 


technology. 


The President made clear that 
the study, by a special panel of 
his Scientific Advisory Commit- 
tee, is a prelude to a decision on 
whether the United States should 
resume nuclear testing. 


STAYING IN GENEVA 


In the meantime, Kennedy said, 
the U.S. negotiating team will re- 
main in Geneva. 


The President raised the test- 
ban issue and the possible resump- 
tion of tests in a statement read 
at the outset of his news confer- 
ence. In effect, his statement was 
a combination of an appeal to So- 
viet leaders to end ‘‘their intransi- 
- geance”’ on a test-ban treaty and 
a warning that a continued dead- 
lock could force the United States 
into renewing tests. 


The Soviet Union's refusal ‘“‘to 
negotiate seriously” on a nuclear 
test-ban at Geneva, he said, 
“raises a serious question about 
how long we can safely continue 
on a voluntary basis a refusal to 
undertake tests in this country 
without any assurance that the 
Russians are not testing.”

WASHINGTON — The Repub- 

licans in Congress opened the 
home-front battle Wednesday 
against possible changes in U‘S. 
policy toward Communist China. 
The Senate Republican leader, 
Everett McKinley Dirksen of IIli- 
nois, opened the attack by accus- 
ing the State department of play- 
ing ‘Russian roulette” with China 
policy and by serving the admin- 
istration’s congressional leaders 
with a demand and a warning. 


Unless the Democrats act 
promptly to pass a_ resolution 
opposing U.N. recognition for Pei- 
ping, he said, the Republicans 
would attach the resolution on 
the Senate floor to the already 
embattled foreign aid bill. 


WARNS ON HASTE 


He insisted that the Democratic- 
controlled Senate foreign relations 
committee send the resolution to 
the floor immediately. 


Sen. J. William Fulbright of 
Arkansas, Democratic chairman 
of the committee, replied that he 
saw no reason for hasty action on 
the resolution. A number of simi- 
lar resolutions and legislative poli- 
cy statements adopted in the past 
still remained in effect, he noted. 


Dirksen, however, made it clear 
that he was not so much inter- 
ested in the legalisms of a new 
resolution as in the opportunity 
it provided for mobilizing public 
opinion against any change in the 
status quo. 

NEW OFFER 

The issue of Peiping’s entry into 
the U.N., he said, would probably 
come before the General Assembly 
early this fall. The Kennedy ad- 
ministration, he added, was con- 
sidering changing the old _ policy 
of opposing consideration of the 
issue and adopting a new policy 
of offering Peiping equal repre- 
sentation with Nationalist China 
in the General Assembly. 


Congress had gone on record 19 
times in opposition to Peiping’s 
admission, Dirksen said, but it 
was essential to alert the country 
again in light of changing develop- 
ments.

NEW YORK (#—A crucial step toward a vaccine 
against a brutal and lingering virus that strikes the liver 


—infectious hepatitis—was 


announced Wednesday. 


Viruses have been isolated, | number in the same period last 


grown in the laboratory and in- 
jected into human volunteers to 
produce the disease, reported Dr. 
Joseph D. Boggs of Children’s 
Memorial Hospital, Chicago. 


Weakened viruses also stimu- 
lated the body to produce anti- 
bodies or protective blood ele 
ments against the disease without 
producing signs of the disease it- 
self, Boggs said. 


From this stems the hope that 
with additional work a vaccine 
can be prepared to _ protect 
humans effectively against the 
disease.

But hepatitis is transmitted 
easily by other means too—and 
though it is seldom fatal, it some- 
times damages the liver. Some 
scientists have suggested that this 
damage might be responsible for 
liver cancer later in life. 


Infectious hepatitis often causes 
jaundice and is marked by a 
fever, nauseous headache and 
often tenderness about the liver, 
below the ribs on the right side. 
175 INOCULATED 


Dr. Boggs’ report to the Ameri- 
can Medical Association meeting 
was based in part on the inocula- 
tion of 175 inmates of the Illinois 
State Penitentiary at Joliet. 


Inmates receiving high concen- 
trations of the virus came down 
with the disease in some 30 days. 
But prisoners receiving weakened 
viruses produced only protective 
antibodies of the disease. 


For the protection of the volun- 
teer prisoners receiving the virus 
injectons, treatment was begun as 
soon as symptoms of the disease 
were seen. There were no serious 
after-effects reported. 


3 TYPES KNOWN 


There are at least three types of 
the hepatitis virus—and at least 
two of them are virulent enough 
to produce the disease. 


There also are indications that 
a person who suffered from an in- 
fection from one type of virus can 
come down years later with a sec- 
ond infection from another type. 


Doctors now use gamma globu- 
lin, a part of blood that helps 
raise body resistance, to give 
some measure of protection 
against infectious hepatitis. But 
its effect wears off within a few 
weeks. 


Dr. Boggs, 41, worked with 
scientists from Parke, Davis & 
Co. in Detroit where work is going 
ahead on the possible vaccine. It 
was the Parke, Davis scientists 
who reported as early as 1956 the 
discovery of virus-like agents in 
the blood of patients with hep- 
atitis. Since then other scientists 
have made similar discoveries. 


Dr. Boggs said that not all of 
the inmates who received the 
virus contracted the disease, and 
the evidence suggests that per- 
haps 40 to 60 per cent of American 
people are immune because of 
prior infection which perhaps

“They are licensed and the in- 
formation I had was that the bar- 
rooms on Jekyll Island were not 
licensed and that the revenue 
commissioner would not license 
them.”

A Good Family Is One that Used to Be Better; 
Nobody Boasts Descent from Oldest U.S. City

Now that we are over these 
hurdies, let us take another 
group of Society phrases, per- 
haps the most overworked 
group of all—phrases such as 
“old family,” ‘‘good family,” 
or even ‘nice family.’’ What, 
we may ask, do we mean by 
these? 


Once again it becomes im- 
mediately apparent that while 
our democracy will permit them

their reverse. In other words, 
we never hear phrases such as 
“new family,” “bad family,” 
or, to balance “nice family,” 
perhaps “‘naughty family.’’ But, 
since ‘nice family’”’ is actually 
a euphemism for a family both 
“old’’ and ‘‘good’’ and since 


- both “‘old’’ and ‘“‘good’’ family 


apparently mean, to users, the 
same thing, we are once more 
back to the same kind of phrase 
as “socially prominent”’ or even 
“‘socially impeccable.”’ 


GOOD FAMILY? 


But what does it mean? Does 
for example, that 
someone’s family goes back 
many generations? It seems it 
does not, for all of us, presum- 
ably, go back many generations 
—indeed, literally all of us, 
save the illegitimate, had recog- 
nizable father, grandfathers, 
great-grandfathers, and so on 
ad Adam. Such phrases must 
refer, then, back to some so- 
cial distinction. Thus we are 
forced, unwillingly or not, to a 
definition. A good family, it 
seems, is one that used to be 
better. 


SOCIETY MEMBERS 


One thing is certain. Such 
phrases as ‘“‘old family” and 
“socially prominent’ do not 
mean social distinction or prom- 
inence of demonstrably long du- 
ration—and certainly not orig- 
inal distinction. For it is quite 
apparent that the F-.F.V.’s 
(First Families of Virginia), 
the R.A.R.’s (Daughters of the 
American Revolution), the 
S.M.D.’s (Society of Mayflower 
Descendants), laudable as they 
may or may not be, do not by 
any stretch of the invitation 
mean that their present-day de- 
scendants are members. of 
present-day Society. 


Nor even do thay mean, 
ironically enough, that their an- 
cestors were. Of the original 
Mayflower group of 1620, includ- 
ing 100-odd passengers, the ma-

jority were people of such hum- 
ble origin in comparison to later 
arrivals that they gave rise to 
at least two of the most ven- 
erable of all Boston stories. As 
one goes, Mrs. Harrison Gray 
Otis was asked if her family 
came over on the Mayflower. 
“Oh, no,” she replied, ‘we 
came over on the second boat. 
We sent our servants on that.” 
The other story is credited, 
among others, to Boston’s great 
Mrs. Jack Gardner, who was 
once bored to rebuttal by a 
visitor who launched into a 
family history of having had 
ancestors on the Mayflower. 
“‘Indeed,”” arched Mrs. Gard- 
ner, “I understand the immi- 
gration laws are much stricter 
nowadays.” 


MAYFLOWER CABIN 


Actually, and in severe point 
of fact, of the 41 men. who 
signed the famous Compact in 
the cabin of the Mayflower, 
though 11 were addressed as 
“Mr.” and a handful could 
claim “‘Master,”” not a single 
one bore the title of ‘‘Gent.’’ 
Charles M. Andrews, in The 
Fathers of New England, puts 
the matter in no, uncertain 
terms. ‘‘A group of English emi- 
grants,” he said, ‘“‘more socially 
insignificant could hardly be 
imagined. 


HEROIC PILGRIMS 
These are harsh words, of 


course, and they not only fail 
to.do justice to the Pilgrims who 
were, aS a group, perhaps the 
greatest of all this country’s 
heroes, but they are also in- 
accurate about the actual ac- 
complishments of the Pilgrims. 

These Pilgrims, ironically 
often blamed for the excesses 
of intolerance of Boston’s Puri- 
tans, from whom they were 
very different, number among 
their signal accomplishments 
the first teaching and practic- 
ing of the separation of church 
and state, the first practicing 
of freedom of religious worship, 
the first trial by jury extend- 
ing to all people, the first abol- 
ishing of primogeniture, the 
first recognition of the rights 
of women, the first system of 
free public education and, in- 
deed, the introduction of almost 
all of our system of equality. 


THE DESCENDANTS 


Furthermore, such anti-Pil- 
grim historians _ significantly 
fail to account for the fact that 


ALSO DESCENDED FROM “FIRST FAMILIES” 


Former Chief Justice William H. Taft, Financier J. P. Morgan 


a great many distinguished lat- 
ter-day citizens are Mayflower- 
descended — including Boston’s 
Adams family, Mrs. Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow, Ulysses S. 
Grant, the first Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, William Howard Taft, 
J. P. Morgan, George F. Baker, 
the first Mrs. John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. (Abby Aldrich), and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
Even Sir Winston Churchill was 
descended from the brother of 
a Mayflower passenger. 


MIDDLE CLASS 


Nonetheless, in the Society 
“‘social’’ sense—or, for that mat- 
ter, in the First Family-found- 
ing sense—there is accuracy to 
the charge that the first per- 
manent settlers in New Eng- 
land were drawn, generally 
speaking, from the middle and 
lower classes, and they were 
so drawn in the days when 
classes were much more clearly 
defined than nowadays. Also, 
this fact is now recognized by 
most dispassionate historians, 
including Bradford Smith, de- 
scendant of the greatest of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, William Brad 
ford. 


“They were all working men,” 
he says, ‘“‘tailors, merchants, 
wool combers, weavers, saw- 
yers, hatters, carpenters .. . 
The false notion that they were 
noblemen is especially 
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ironic in view of the fact that 
the chief distinction of the Pil- 
grims and their claim to our 
continual veneration is_ that 
they established a _ caste-free 
government of free men, mak- 
ing no attempt to duplicate the 
system of degree and station 
which existed in England and 
by which the leaders, if they 
had been smaller men, might 
well have hoped to advance 
themselves in the new world.” 


GENTS, FOUNDERS 


Turning south to Virginia for 
a second illustration, we find 
roughly the same not so “‘gen- 
tle’ story. In the original 
Jamestown expedition of 1607 
there were 35 ‘Gentlemen’ 
listed out of 105 men, and of 
the 295 men who were actually 
counted founders of Jamestown, 
92 were classified on contem- 
porary records as ‘“Gentlemen.”’ 

But both figures can be mis- 
leading, for, as Louis B. Wright 
says, “Of the background of 
most of the settlers who were 
careful to sign themselves 
‘Gent’ we know next to nothing. 
... . The cold truth is that the 
English origins of nearly all of 
the colonists, even those who 
founded aristocratic families, 
are unknown. . . . Though the 
First Families of Virginia may 
have in their veins the bluest 
blood in all England, the proof 
of their descent will rarely 
stand in either a court of law or 
a council of scholars.” 


JAILBIRD OR REDSKIN 


The late James Truslow 
Adams once said, ‘““There was 
not a gentleman of leisure in 
Virginia until well after 1700— 


unless he were a jailbird or a 
redskin.”” A very few early 
families, notably the Fairfaxes, 
Peytons and Throckmortons, 
boasted genuine English titled 
connections. 


More, like the Lees, Carys 
and Randolphs, not only came 
later but also have less well- 
established ties. 


But by far the majority, fami- 
lies like the Carters and the 
Byrds, were frankly mercantile 
—although, of course, Southern 
genealogists have done their 
unlevel best to prove, for ex- 
ample, that a word like ‘‘gold- 
smith,” the humble occupation 
of the father of William Byrd, 
was “an old expression for 
banker.”’ 


MADE GOOD 

Here again the historical has 
been translated into the humor- 
ous, for a favorite Virginia story 
concerns a young man whose 
family had come over on the 
fourth boat having quite a run- 
in with a lady whose family had 
come over on the first. The 
young man had gone north and 
had apparently made good in a 
rather large way. Returning, 
loaded with his good fortune, he 
was so thoroughly objectionable 
that the first-boat lady could 
not stand it. 


“Why, I remember you all,” 
she drawled, ‘‘when you all had 
just one pair of shoes to your 
name.”’ Replied the young man, 
sternly, ‘“‘And I remember you 
all. You all asked what they 
were.”’ 


A rather more brief version 
of the F.F.V. story is credited 
to the late Will Rogers, who 
was once accosted by a lady 
who boasted lengthily of being 
an F.F.V. “I, madam,” he 
said, “fam an ‘L.F.A.’” What 


on earth, the lady wanted to 


know, was that? Replied Rogers, 
“A Last Family of Arkansas.”’ 


ANOTHER IRONY 


For still another Southern irony, 
in the'matter of early Society and 
First Families, let us look even 
farther South—all the way to St. 
Augustine was founded in 1565, 
city in the entire country. St. 
Augustie was founded in 1565, 
half a century before James- 
town and Plymouth, and more 


than a century before Man- 
hattan. 


Yet who has ever heard of 
any family, North or South, 
boasting descent from there? 


WILD ’N’ ROUGH 


Finally, let us turn to New 
York and take a look at the 
earliest white settlers of Man- 
hattan. They comprised some 
thirty-odd families of Walloons, 
who came over in 1623 in the 
Nieu Nederlandt, and they were 
perhaps most thoroughly, if net 
best, described by Augustus Van 
Buren in the Proceedings of the 
New York Historical Society. 
“Most of them,”’ he said, ‘‘could 
neither read nor write. They 
were a wild, uncouth, rough, 
and most of the time a drunken 
crowd. They lived in small huts, 
thatched with straw. They wore 
rough clothes, and in the win- 
ter were dressed in skins. They 
were afraid of neither man, 
God, nor the devil.” 


WHO’S WHO 


The late Mr. Van Buren con- 
cluded that “‘they were laying 
deep the foundation of the Em- 
pire State.’’ One can draw one’s 
own conclusion about the depth 
of the claim regularly made 
by the late Walter P. Chrysler, 
in each succeeding edition of 
Who’s Who, that he was descend- 
ed from Tuenis Van Dolsen, the 
first male child born in New 
Amsterdam. Abraham Lincoln 
was more modest. ‘I don’t 
know who my _ grandfather 
was,” he said. “I am much 
more concerned to know what 
his grandson will be.”’

Soviet Hasn’t Skinned U.S. Tiger, Kennedy Chides Reds |

WASHINGTON—President John F. Kennedy 
looked a little puffy Wednesday at his press con- 
ference—his first in seven weeks after his recent 
iliness—but he was elaborately calm about Ber- 
lin and even a little saucy. 


This was not exactly the old bouncy Kennedy of 
the presidential campaign. He negotiated the steps 
in the State department auditorium with a cer- 
tain corseted stiffness, and he was visibly jowlier 
than usual, but his message to the Russians was 
both hard and tart. 


He addresesd Khrushchev the way one of John 
Marquand’s proper Bostonians might address a 
bully, a little sniffish, but direct, dignified, and 
quite composed. 

Khrushchev could rant and shout all he liked, 
the President seemed to be saying, but if he pro- 
posed to interfere with the rights of others, the 


President would be forced to punish him to the 
full extent of the law. 


Then he even teased the Soviet leader slightly, 
challenging him to peateful competition for the 
good of the people and advising him not to make 
a place for the American tiger's skin on the Krem- 
lin wall until he had caught the tiger. — 


This was something new for Kennedy. His wit 
runs to irony and occasionally even to sarcasm, 
but he has reserved it for domestic political con- 
sumption in the past. In fact, he has been mindful 
since he entered the White House that nothing in- 
furiates the Russians more than gentle mockery, 
but he let it out a little Wednesday and did so 
consciously in the prepared part of his statement. 


There was considerable interest in the capital 
about how the President would look and act since 
his last session with the reporters. In these last 
seven weeks, he has had trouble in Cuba, Laos.

Goldberg 
Molds New 
Strike Law 


UNITY HOUSE, Pa.—The Ken- 
nedy administration, dissatisfied 
with the anti-strike remedies 
available to it under the Taft- 
Hartley Act, is drawing up a 
new legislative program for deal- 
ing with national emergency walk- 
outs. 


Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg disclosed that he ex- 
pected to send to the President 
“very shortly’”’ proposals for 
averting crippling tieups without 
relying solely on the 80-day in- 
junction provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley law. 


He made it clear, however, 
that the administration intends 
to move promptly for a no-strike 
order under the present law if 
the President’s board of inquiry 
in the ship strike fails to achieve 
a settlement by Friday. 


Goldberg, who came here from 
New York by plane and helicop- 
ter, met for a half hour with the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor and Congress 
of Industrial Organizations. 


Despite the federation’s dis- 
approval of the White House steps 
toward an injunction to halt the 
maritime tieup, the labor secre- 
tary reported that he had re- 
ceived a ‘‘most cordial and gra- 
cious reception.’’ George Meany, 
the federation’s president, stressed 
labor’s high regard for the Pres- 
ident and Goldberg.

AMERICA’S SYMBOL 


By PATRICIA DEATON

Corn is the symbol of America’s 
greatness and the Grist Mill is an 
ancient Georgia institution. Early 
settlers built mills to grind their 
corn almost before they had fin- 
ished hewing out the timbers for 
their homes. 


And cornbread’s aroma’ was soon 
flowing from the fireplace. For gen- 
erations cornmeal has been a 
Southerners basic food, whether 
served at breakfast, lunch or din- 
ner. 


Each year the farmer determines 
the amount of cornmeal that will be 
available as he plays the first roll 
in the production of corn. His skill 
in planting, fertilizing, tending and 
harvesting goes a long way toward 
producing a fine corn meal. 


In recent years the farmer’s skill 
depends upon the research of ex- 
periment stations in developing a 
variety of corn that is resistant to 
weather conditions, insects and will 
produce a high yield per acre. 


Harvesting, storing and selling 
awaits the farmer after the corn is 
produced. Without implement 
manufacturers and dealers, grain 
elevators and storage facilities, the 
problem of handling the grain 
would be immense. 


PELLAGRA CASES 


In 1938, there were more than 
100,000 cases of pellagra in the 
United States—most of them in the 
Southeast. 


The cornmeal mills of Georgia 
have had their ups and downs and 
they regard pellagra as perhaps 
their biggest problem. But they've 
overcome it through enrichment. 


Corn lacks by nature enough of 
several important nutrients which 
enrichment adds. Corn requires un- 
usually large amounts of niacin 
from other sources for its complete 
digestion. If degerminated, greater 
additions are needed. 


Whole corn meal is a better food 
than degermed meal but because of 
the fat in the germ, whole corn 
meal becomes rancid and gives 
the meal a bad flavor. This can be 
held to a minimum through proper 
storage. 


Georgia corn meal is enriched 
and made from the whole grain of 
corn. Georgians are accustomed to 
the good flavor and the food value 
that is found only in the germ. 


Enrichment is simply the addi- 
tion of vitamins and minerals to 
cornmeal. The vitamins include 
niacin, which helps prevent pel- 
lagra; thiamin, which promotes 
normal nerve function, and ribo- 
flavin which helps keep eyes and 
mouth healthy. 


ENRICHMENT INGREDIENTS 


The minerals are iron for red 
blood and calcium for strong bones 
and sound teeth. The enrichment 
ingredients do not change the taste, 
flavor, color or texture of the corn- 
meal. 


Clyde Nichols, a miller of Grif- 
fin, Georgia, explained that once 
water was used to grind the corn 
meal but today, electricity is re- 
placing the old method. 

Home baking is a hobby with 
Anne Jeanes of Buffington Rd., 
Atlanta and she particularly enjoys 
baking with corn meal. 

Muffins and waffles are favorites 
for breakfast in the Jeanes’ home.

Measure shortening, heat and let 
cool while sifting meal.

Combine eggs, shortening, milk 
and enriched corn meal. Sift en- 
riched flour with baking powder, 
salt and sugar; add to first mixture.

“When Northerners eat corn- 
bread,” said Mrs. Clyde Nichols of 
Griffin, “they enjoy a sweeter type 
of bread than that which we serve 
in the South.”’ Mrs. Nichols recipe 
is as follows.

Beat yolks of 4 eggs together with 1% cups sugar. Add this 
to 2 cups hot milk. When it begins to thicken, add gelatin which 
has been soaked in cup of cold water. Remove from heat and 
flavor with almond flavoring. When custard is cold, add 4 egg 
whites, beaten stiff. To put together, alternate layers of macaroon 
crumbs and custard until pan is full. Begin with crumbs and end 
with custard. Top with whipped cream.

Treat Glaucoma Early 
To Prevent Blindness 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Do people with glaucoma always go 
blind? I have been under a doctor’s care for the last five years. 


I also have cataracts, but 


the doctor says they are at a 


standstill. My eyesight is about the same as five years ago. 


Does glaucoma travel to both eyes?—Mrs. C. S. 


No, blindness can be prevented | 
by proper treatment of glaucoma. 
But that means starting treatment 
when the condition is detected. 


As with many other diseases, it

just because you know it can be 
done successfully.

Glaucoma may attack both 
eyes, but not necessarily so. 


As to cataracts, they don’t “‘get 
better.”” But it is also true that 
in some instances they do not 
get any worse. 


This happens fairly often. One 
can’t be a Pollyanna and indulge 
in unwarranted hopes. But on the 
other hand, when your eye spe- 
cialist says the cataracts are “‘at 
a standstill,’’ and that it is just 
as well to watch and wait, then 
watch and wait. 


Some cases progress rapidly; 
some don’t. 


Once more this octogenarian 
comes to clutter your over- 
burdened desk with these ques- 
tions: 


1. What is glaucoma? 
2. What causes it? 
8. Can it be cured? 


4. What may result if it is 
neglected?—W. P. 


The answers: 


1. Glaucoma is an increase in 
tension or pressure inside the eye- 
ball. If it continues indefinitely, 
it permanently damages the eye. 


2. The exact cause (or causes) 
is not known, but observation of 
many cases raises the belief that 
congestion in the eye, hardening 
of the arteries and emotional ten- 
sion—any or all of them—probably 
contribute. 


3. I don’t like to say glaucoma 
can be “cured,” but it can be 
controlled—that is, kept from be- 
coming worse. Thus the earlier it 
is treated, the better. 


4. Neglecting it can lead to poor 
vision, narrowing of vision so one 
can see straight ahead but not to 
one side without turning the head, 
or loss of sight entirely. 


Four families I know give 
their school children peanut 
butter and jelly sandwiches 
and milk for their noon meal, 
even on Saturdays. Never any 
change. It seems to me this is 
faulty for growing children. I 
wonder how widespread this 
lazy custom is? Your comments 
might be helpful as preventive 
medicine.—W. C, 3

nut butter and jelly sandwiches. 
It’s just that there ought to be 
some other things, too—like fresh 
fruit and vegetables and cooked 
vegetables; and some of the val- 
uable high-protein foods like meat, 
fish, cheese, eggs. 


I trust the other meals supply 
adequate bulk and vitamin C.

Longevity in Papers 

The country with the longest 
life expectancy at birth is the 
Netherlands, where males can 
look forward to 70.6 years of life 
and females to 72.9 years. A daily 
newspaper’ also has longevity. 
People very often clip and save 
features and articles of interest, 
and cut out ads to use as future 
shopping guides. 
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There are approximately 250 
cornmeal mills in Georgia and 
some of them are operated on a 
commercial basis. 


Keeping up to date in products 
is their aim, so in recent years 
self-rising meal is taking its 
place along side plain corn meal. 


Although most Georgians pre- 
fer the plain, self-rising is catch- 
ing on fast with newcomers and 
busy, young housewives. 


Self-rising corn meal is a 
time saver for busy home 
makers. Three common types 
of baking powder aré used in 
self-rising meal and they in- 
clude tartrate, phosphate and 
S.A.S.-phosphate. 


Baking powder tends to make 
the bread a dark grayish-yel- 
low color, coarse in grain and 
harsh in texture but it has no 
effect on the thiamine or Bl 
content. Whereas soda destroys 
most or all of the. thiamine 
present in meal. 


After 8 years of 4-H experi- 
ence, Anne Jeanes of Atlanta 
shares some of her corn meal 
findings. She enjoys cooking 
with self-rising corn meal as 
well as the plain. And one of 
her tried and true recipes is a 
variation of the plain muffin. 

DATE NUT MUFFINS 

I egg 
2 cup confectioners sugar 
2 tsp. vanilla 
4 cup sour cream 
2 tsps. corn syrup 


% cup self-rising corn meal 
4 cup self-rising flour 
1 tbsp. butter, melted 
ly lb. chopped dates 
¥a cup chopped nuts 


Beat egg until light and fluf- 
fy. Blend in sugar. Add vanilla 
and sour cream and mix. Add 
syrup, corn meal, butter and 
flour. Mix, Fold in dates and 
nuts. Fill greased muffin tins 
2-3 full and bake at 400 degrees 


for 15 to 20 minutes. Makes 10 


to 12 muffins. 


Anne also enjoys varying her 
waffle recipe by adding 1 cup 
of chopped sausage. “It makes 
a real tasty waffle,” said the 
teen-ager. 


For dessert, you might like 
to try Indian Pudding. And it 


has a delightful texture if corn 


meal is added. 


INDIAN PUDDING 
1 cup enriched corn meal 
1% cup syrup 
1 egg 
4 cup sugar 
2 tosps. butter 
» tsp.-cinnamon 
ly tsp. allspice 
1 cup milk 


Scald milk. When milk has 
cooled, mix all liquid ingredi- 
ents together. Sift all dry in- 
gredients together. Combine 
the liquid and dry ingredients. 
Cook in top of double boiler 
until thick, about 10 minutes.

Moreover, a grade label may 
be misleading, because it re- 
fers neither to wholesomeness 
nor flavor quality, the two cru- 
cial considerations for the con- 
sumer. 


A can of food may be of- 
fered for sale only if the food 
is pure and wholesome and the 
container made of safe mate- 
rial. Read the label with that 
assurance and go on from 
there. 


REQUIREMENTS 


Law requires that all canned 
foods labels list the product 
name, the name and address of 
the packer and the net contents 
of the can. 


Most labels go well beyond 
the legal requirements and in- 
clude a good product picture, a 
brand name to facilitate identi- 
fication by consumers, and facts 
about product size, color, sea- 
sonings, number of servings 
and cups, and often a recipe 
panel with serving suggestions. 


If the product warrants it, 
labels must also present infor-

mation about product variety, 


style or packing mediam—the 
fact that corn is whole-kernel 
or cream-style, for example— 
and an ingredient list, unless a 
standard of identity for the 
product has been established. 


FLAVOR 


Unanimity about flavor is 


impossible and the canning in- 
dustry feels that it is unwise 
and misleading to establish or 
indicate what may be presumed 


to be general preferences. 


Most canners agree that it is 
more useful to state physical 
characteristics of products 
which can be objectively and 
scientifically measured and let 
each purchaser make her own 
selection. 


To get most benefit from 
canned foods labels, take the 
few seconds required to read 
each label and read it intelli- 
gently.
